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CONCERNING SERBIAN MIGRANTS

During tho third week in February 1945 Neubacher, German
Ambassador to Yugoslavia in Vienna, is said to have stated thnt
the general situation concerning Serbian emigrants might be
characterlied as followi:

Serbian emigration had definitely Shifted to center in the
coastal region where decisive battles against communism provided
an important protective operation for the Germans. This radical.
battle status, along with the strong personalities of Ljotic and
Djuic, Who had teen cooperating under German leadership with the
Ulhailovic formation of the active Jevdjevie: had quite automatically
shelved the old tiadic Covornment . in which timid culprits had the
upper hand.

Draja alhailovic was completely aware of the importhnce of
the cous-tal region.

considered es a powerful, permanent agent.

- '061fAdering this unequivocal situation, clarifieationAn'favor
of the Activiets who battled the Serbians under Tito-without coin-
promisee it was necessary to set up a center of political activity
and communications in the coastal region; This was aL.o important
to iveubacher's office, since developments thk.re were far more the
responsibility of the Yoreign Office than developments in the barren
milieu of ACItzbilhel could ever be. In the future Neubudher's Office
could not be content with Liaison ServiceOendarmerie or with officers
who had had Abwehr training, but must appear in this region in the form
of an officinl branch offices Bestherefore t had sent a high official
with a wireless operctor and an assisiOnt to Trieste. They woula go.in
the interests of close continued cooperhtion both pith higher SS and
police leaders detailed to supervise Serbian military andadministrative
units and with local offices of the Chief remmissir located there. •
